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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner maintains her final rejection. The 
Examiner disagrees with Applicant that the specification clarifies the identity of the image and audio inforamtion as relating to the 
broadcast signal and not the game program. The Examiner believes that the image and audio information discussed in claim 16 can be 
game-related information and that there is no basis in the claim language for limiting it to a broadcast signal. Consequenlty, when game 
data is transmitted in Okamoto it also includes image and audio information. The Examiner further notes that the claim limitations do not 
limit "transport" stream to including both game data and a broadcast signal. Giving the claims their broadest reasonable interpretation, 
transport stream can mean just game data. Applicant's allege that there is no suggestion or motivation to combine Lazzuri and Hawkins. 
The Examiner disagrees and notes that Hawkins is used only to show that game data can be encoded in a broadcast signal which is well 
known throughout the art, therefore as stated in the final rejection there is motivation to encode a data signal for security purposes. The 
Examiner maintains all rejections in the final office action. .
